SENATOR HA RTNETT: Yeah, t he y can do t he . . . y o u k now ,
provide...they can get the records, they can get the written
reports. T h e only thing they can't do mainly is go to court, I
think is the main thing.

SENATOR WESELY: So they would have...okay, let m e get t h i s
straight, so t h ey would have the authority to intervene, but
without the s taffing, t hey wouldn't have t h e ab lity to
intervene, so they just wouldn't do it?

SENATOR HARTNETT: Yeah.

So you are looking at t hen p e r h a p s i n t h e f utu r e
coming back for the staffing to actually carry out the r est o f
t he b i l l .
